Night of Horror in Indiana’s

INDIANAPOLIS. Jan. 22.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]

Those 
seriously burned on hands and limbs are 
numerous. 

At 2:30 a.m. it is stated that two 
women who jumped from windows are 
dying. It is also reported that 

SEVERAL DEAD BODIES 
have been found in the débris. The fire 
is now under control. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 22, 83 a.m.—Dr. 
Allen, proprietor of the institute, at 
this hour feels certain that there are 
several dead bodies in the main building 
and several more in the annex. It is 
also stated that at least six children 
were suffocated in one of the rooms. 

RECOVERING THE DEAD. 

8:88 a.m.—Nine bodies have now 
been taken from the main buiiding, all 
from the upper floor. It is believed 
many more bodies are on the upper 
floors and many more in the annex 
where the fire originated. Three bodies 
were taken out of one room, Six more 
are believed to be in that room and, an 
unknown number in another part 
of the building. At least 125 
persons were taken from windows by 
firemen and carried to an adjoining 
storeroom. At Weddel’s restaurant; 
where seventy or eighty were taken, 
the sight preseuted as one entered and 
looked upon the indiscriminate gather- 
ing of suffering cripples, many of 
them maddened by pain of burns, 
and anxious for friends, was one 
that almost defied description. Spread 
on the table were little children, moan- 
ing, crying, coughing, their faces 
blanched with pain, their lungs sore 
with the pungent smoke they had in- 
haled. Among the many 

THRILLING EXPERIENCES 
was that of Mrs. E. D. Purdy, who with 
her little daughter slept on the upper 
floor. She had only time to throw a 
quilt over the crippled child and escape 
into the hall in her night robe. She 
dropped her little girl about seventy- 
five feet to the head of the staircase, 
made her way half way down 
the steps leading to the third 
floor when she lost her balance 
and fell. Mother and child were found 
on the landing shortly after by John 
Gavin, who picked up the child, while a 
traveling man, name not known, took 
Mrs. Purdy. These men fought their 
way out with their burdens through the 
smoke and crowd. Mrs, Purdy and 
child will recover. 
MORE CORPSES TAKEN OUT, 

At 4a.m. ten bodies have been re- 
covered from the ruins, six of thém 
identified as follows: Stella Spies, 
aged 18. McComb, O.; Will ham- 
stack, aged 18, Milwaukee; Irma Payne, 
aged 17, Minnesota; Minnie Arnold, 
aged 17, Fred Drockemdorf, aged 22, 
Stillwater, Minn.; George Elis, aged 
85, Kentucky. Hugbena McLain, aged 
21, of Caldwell, Ind., is missing and 
thought to be dead, Katie Strawn, a 
young girl who was badly injured, died 
a few minutes ago, At least thirty 
persons are more or 
injured. There are undoubtedly a large 
number of bodies still in the ruins, but 
at this hour the number cannot be as- 
certained. The work of rescye is going 
on steadily, and the affair bids fair'to 
be the greatest catastrophe Inéjanapo- 
lis ever suffered.

This shows 
the popularity of the upper story, even 
in winter weather. 

The money value of this car to the 
roads using it is demonstrated by the 
fact that where the old horse-car earns 
thirty-three cents per car mile, the 
‘Pullman center-vestibule upper- 
seat car’’ earns two dollars per car 
mile, Under stress of circumstances 
it can carry 250 persons.

Woods Was Out-fought from Start 
to Finish, 


But Was Awarded the Fight in the Nine- 
teenth Round on a Technical Foul 
—A Very Clever Exhibition 

of the Fistic Art, 


About 200 sports, representing every 
grade in the social’ scale, assembled in 
the gymnasium of the New Cribb Ath- 
letic Ciub last night to witness the Ro- 
pchette-Woods fight, which was intended 
to open the career of that institution. 
The new club, which is modeled after 
the California Athletic Club of San 
Francisco, is very comfortably fitted 
up, there being accommodation for at 
least a thousand people, and as its board 
of directors is said to consist of twelve 
wealthy citizens there is every prospect 
of its ultimate success. 

‘Last evening’s entertainment com- 
menced with a lively set-to between 
Jack Jones and Jimmy Lawson, two 
clever colored boys, which was followed 
by a three-round sparring match be- 
tween Billy Maber, the Australian, and 
Henry Peppers, which resulted in the 
discomfiture of the latter after some 
pretty hot work. 

Jimmy Conley and Billy Butler cre- 
ated considerable amusement with their 
three rounds of sparring, which pre- 
ceded the event of the evening. 

Rochette, who was the first to enter 
the ring, made his appearance at 9:45 
o'clock, followed by the Mannings, but 
soon afterward Woods, who was attend. 
ed by La Blanche and Billy Shannon, 
appeared. Both were warmly received. 
The men, who weighed in at 126 
pounds, were in first-class condition, 
but Woods, who was the bigger man of 
the two, appeared to be drawn a little 
too fine. 

After the usual preliminaries had 
been disposed of, time was called and 
the men sized each other up for a few 
seconds, when Rochette opened up ‘hos- 
tilities by rushing Woods across the 
ring to the ropes, jabbing him in the 
mouth with his left and clinching. He 
‘pursued these tactics all through 
the first round, Woods  appar- 
ently saving himself for the work 
ahead, Rochette at once assumed the 
offensive in the second round and 
jabbed his opponent repeatedly with. 
his left, getting away with but slight 


+ More clever man of the two in every 
way. Woods, however. at the close of 
the round drew first blood with a half- 
arm blow on Rochette’s nose. 

Up to the sixth round Rochette had 
thiugs very nearly all his own way, and 
the effect of his of-trepeated jabs was. 
very perceptible on his opponent’s face. 
In the seventh. however, he was warned 
by the referee for striking too low, and 
Woods rallied for a few seconds, but as 
his eyes were closing rapidly he did 
not appear to advantage. Rochette 
smashed his opponent repeatedly in 
the eighth, but Woods again woke up 
inthe ninth and some pretty hot ex- 
change work ensued. Rochette showed 
remarkable agility on the few occasions 
that Woods attempted to land a swing- 
ing blow, and the round closed in-h 
favor. In the tenth Woods evinced 
decidedsigns of distress as Rochette 
jabbed him unmercifully, but he came 
up smiling in the eleventh only 
to receive another dose. Rochette 
played. for Wood's left.optic in the 
twelfth, and soon had it in almost as 
satisfactory a condition as the right 
one, which was closed entirely, and for 
the next few rounds did all the work. 
Woods went down for the first time 
from a terrible left jab in the throat 
in the fifteenth round, and was still on 
the floor when time was called four sec- 
onds later. He was all right, however, 
though terribly disfigured when he came 
up torthe sixteenth round, but went 
down again from a half-arm left on the 
neck. After this he rushed a little 
wildly, but managed to land a hot right 
over Rochette’s heart as time was 
called. Both were winded when they 
came up again, but Rochette started 
out with the evident intention of fin- 
ishing his man, who after being jabbed 
repeatedly went to his corner groggily 
at the close of the round. 

In the eighteenth Rochette resumed 
his jabbing tactics, and becoming a lit- 
tle careless received a corker over the 
heart. Hethenstruck twoor three body 
blows and received another warning 
from the referee. Both came up for 
the nineteenth round smiling somewhat 
grimly, and standing outin she center 
ofthe ring jabbed each other inthe 
throat.

Excitement Over ¢ a Revolting Crime 
Near Ariz, . 


A Girl Abducted and Horribly Abused 
—Her Injuries May Prove Fatal—_ 
Militia Called Oat to

This morning at 9 o'clock Jim, Robin- 
son, the man who abducted Maggie 
Dean, a fourteen-year-old girl, Thesday 
night, was landed in the county jail and 
astrong sheriff's posse was placed on 
| guard to prevent lynching. 

The girl’s statement is to the effect © 
that about 6 o’clock Tuesday night ‘as 
she stepped out to the well for water 
she was confronted by a double- bar- - 
relled shotgun in Robinson's hands, 
whosaid: “If you scream I will kill 
you and your mother, too. You must. 
come along witb me.’’ The girl was 
forced to accompany him in the chill 
night air, with only a thin calico dress 
and with no covering for her head, and 
drenched tothe skin from’ falling into 
the canal, eighteen miles to the range 
of foothills north of Phoenix. 
reached about--daylight.—They  re- 
mained there till sundown without food 
or shelter and the girl was forced re- 
peatedly to submit to his brutal pleas- 
ure. After nightfall they started to- 
ward a rendezvous onthe Prescott road, 
where he expected to meet an accom- 
plice with a wagon to cenvey them out 
of the country. The wagon failed to 
appear 
After walking five miles past the 
spot the man stopped and pointed his 
gun at the girl’s breast and threatened 
to kill her and then. himself. She 
begged so piteously that he chan 
his mind and said he would fetch her 
back home if she promised to say she 
went of her own accord, Within a mile 
of her home he left her and:struck inté 
athicket of mesquite on Salt River, 
where he was tracked and. caught this 
morning. The girl reached home after 
a tramp of over fitty miles without food, 
being gone thirty-five hours. She is 
completely broken down mentally and 
physiciallg. 

An examination by a physician today 
showed horribly brutal treatment, and 
it is not thought the poor girl will re- 
cover. Latethis evening she was de- 
lirious. 

Robinson, when interviewed in jail, 
admitted the abduction, and said he was 
sorry now. The militia has been or- 
dered to be in readiness tonight to frus- 
trate any attempt at lynching, which is 
hourly expected. 

Robinson is 28 years old, an adopted

Wassinotox, Jan. 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] The cases of Sam 
Fielden and Michael Sthwab, the Chi- 
cago Anarchists, convicted of complic- 
ity in the famous Haymarket riots and 
now confined in the Joliet penitentiary 
under life sentence,.came up in the 
United States Supreme Court today for 
argument. Salomon, for the prisoners, 
maintained that the men not having 
been present when the State Supreme 
Court pronounced the death sentence, 
it was contrary to the provisions of the 
Constitution of the United States. Mr. 
Salomon argued that there was a viola- 
tion of the Constitutional rights of the 
prisoners in not having them in court 
at the time of sentence and likewise in 
refusing io show the facts. 

The Chief Justice suggested that the 
State Supreme Court merely fixed the 
time for the execution. 

Mr. Salomon asserted that*court did 
more by reciting that the persons were 
presént. He then affirmed that there 
was no authority by which the Gov- 
ernor could enforce. his commutation of 
sentence. 

Attorney-General Hunt of Illinois fol- 
lowed Salomon on behalf of the State. 
He maintained that the United States 
Supreme Court bad no jurisdiction to 
pass upon the action of the Supreme 
Court of. Illinois. The only alleged 
error on the part of that court was a 
refusal to amend its record and show 
that Fielden and Schwab were not 
bédily present when the judgment 
was rendered.

Parliamentary ‘status is 
not accorded to a motion to suspend the 
rules. The purpose of this amendment 
is to check dilatory motions. A minor- 
ity report will be made by the Republi- 
can members urging te adoption of the 
rules of the last Congress.

When 
the solemn mass of requiem commenced 
the oratory was filled with notable per- 
sonages, representing church and state 
and all political parties, The Queen 
and Princess of Wales were repre- 
sented. All -ambassadors of foreign 
powers were present. The coffin was 
in front of the altar. The altar was 
draped in black, the only ornament vis- 
ible being a solitary-gold cross.. 

Bishop Headly of Newport preached 
the funeral sermon. He opened his re- 
marks with a touching tribute to the 
late Duke. of Clarence and Avondale. 
He said an era had closed in the history 
of Catholicism in England with the 
death of Cardinal Manning anda new 
one had opened. He made special! ref- 
erence tothe Cardinal’s efforts to se- 
cure Catholic education for children and 
declared that the struggle was not yet 
over. He added that perhaps the hot-

Los ANGELES, Jan. 19.—[To the Editor of 
THETIMES:] I noticedin your issue Tues- 
day, among your editorials, the statement 
of ag entleman who says, in the purchase of 
baled hay that it fell short some 100 

undsin four bales. He thinks he has 

en defrauded by the dealer. Now in my 
opinion, it is not the fault of the dealer or 
rancher (if he bought at a ranch,) for when 
the hay is baled itis weighed and _ tagged, 
and all baled ‘hay is bought according to the 
tagoneachbale, The rancher pays sv much 
a ton for work and sells according to-the 
weight at the time the hay is baled. It must 
be evident to any one that grass standing 
weighs more than when cured. Soin the 
same proportion old hay weighs less than 
new. After the hay is baled it dries out a 
certain per centage. according to the time 
it is kept, untilit isthoreughly cured. This 
cannot be remedied: But a remedy there 
is, which will protect the purchaser or con- 
sumer, and thatisto weigh what he buys. 
The rancher can protect himself by paying 
for each bale, without regard to weight, or 
that each bale shall weigh so many pounds 
when the work is being done. Then he can 
sell accordingly, allowing a certain per 
centage for shrinkage, and the dealer can 
sell according to weight, as he always has 
the facilities for weighing, which many 
ranchers have not. 
| Very few think of this trouble in buying 
baled hay. Itis weighed correctly when 
baled, but after a few months it must nec- 
essarily weigh less. The dealer buys and 
sells according to the tags, and so itis not 
his fault. The fault Hesin the system. I 
am not a dealer in baled hay. H.

FOR THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


A Meeting of the Committee—Important 
Business Transacted, 

The Los Angeles County World's Fair 
Committee met in the Chamber of Com- 
merce rooms yesterday morning, Charles 
Forrester occupying the chair and 
Frank Wiggins acting as secretary. 
The members present were C. M. Wells,

THE COURTS. 


Kaweah Colony Trustees Before 
Judge Ross. 


Charged with Using the Mails for the 
Purposes of Fraud. 


Progress of the Porter-Wise Damage 
Suit in Department Three.

Burnette G. Haskell, Horace T. Tay- 

lor and James J. Martin, three of the 
trustees of the Kaweah Codperative Col- 
ony Company of Tulare county, ap- 
peared before Judge Ross in the United 
States District Court yesterday morn- 
ing for arraignment upon the charge of 
having in March, 1890, sent letters and 
packets through the United States mail 
with intent thereby to defraud divers 
persons, 
__ All three averred their inability to 
either give bond or retain counsel, but 
H. C. Dillon, Esq., volunteered to look 
after their interest, and, as he had done 
soon a previous occasion when the 
same men were charged with stealitig 
Government timber, his services were 
accepted. 4 

Each of the defendants entered his 
plea of not guilty to the charge and the 
case was thereupon set for trial on 
April 5 next, their bail being reduced 
to the sum of $500 each, meanwhile, on 
motion of their attorney. 

The indictment found by the United 
States grand jury against these three 
men, and several others not yet under 
arrest, isa lengthy, but very interest- 
ing document. It sets forth that the 
defendants organized the Kaweah col- 
ony with a capitalization of $250,000, 
its purpose being to engage in the pro- 
duction and distribution of wealth, the 
collection of raw material, its fashion- 


into commodities; the culture of both 
animal and vegetable products, the pro- 
duction of food, clothing, shelter, ma- 
chinery and all other articles of con- 
venience, necessity or luxury; the es- 
tablishment of just and correct systems 
of credit account and exchange; the 
building of houses for theniselves and 
families, their codperative administra- 


| tion; the arbitration and just settlement 


of disputes between themselves;—the 
practice among themselves of just sys- 
tems of social organization, the educa- 
tion of themselves and their children 
in proper physical, mental, moral and 
intellectual and artistic lines, to im- 
prove the health, secure the happiness 
and perfect well-being of each and 
every member, as well as to propagate 
and extend to the world at large the 
idea of universal just codperation. 

All of this was contemplated in the 
scheme they devised, wherrin fact they 
well knew that the same was itprac- 


‘| ticable and impossible of performance, 


and that the real purpose thereof was 
that of defrauding people by inducing 
them to purchase memberships in the 
colony at $500 per share, every mem- 
ber upon contributing $100 being i 
titled to residence and employment in 
the colony, the remainder to be paid up 
in installments, which;money, however, 
was not applied to the carrying out of 
the project by defendants. 

The particular offense referred to in 
the indictment was that of sending a 
package containing acircular entitled 
“The Commonwealth—A Journal for 
Those Who Labor and Who Think,”’’ 
which purported to be a pen picture of 
the Kaweah .Colony, to L. H. Fin- 
deisen at Santa Ana. Four pages of 
typewritten extracts from this circular, 
consisting of glowing and alluring ac- 
counts of the life at the colony, are em- 
bodied in the indictment, all of which 
are denounced ag lse and fraudulent. 

James J. Martin, the treasurer of the 
colony, is also under indictment upon 
two other and separate charges of tak- 
ing letters from T. O. Wightman of 
Garden Grove and Louis Toxward of 
Port Angeles, Wash.. from the post- 
office for the purpose of executing the 
aforesaid scheme to defraud. 

THE PORTER-WISE DAMAGE SUIT. - 

The trial of the damage suit insti- 
tuted by Miss H. R. Porter against Dr. 
K. D. Wise for alleged negligence in 
treating plaintiff for a broken bone in 
her right knee was resumed vesterday 
before Judge Wade and a jury in De- 


tention all day. | ’ 

Mrs. C. E. Vincent, a sister of the 
plaintiff, was upon the witness stand 
during the whole of the morning anda 
part of the afternoon session. The wit- 
ness corroborated the plaintiff's testi- 
mony in regard to her condition before 
and after the operation, and was ex- 
amined at considerable length as to an 
interview between her sister and Dr, 
Wise in the latter’s office in September, 
1890. at which she was present. Miss 
Porter on that occasion complained 
that the doctor had not treated her 
properly, whereupon he offered to re- 
move the wire at his earliest opportu- 
nity, and advised her -to rub cod liver 
oil on her knee in the meantime. 
Plaintiff, however, objected to having 
to undergo another operation, where- 
upon the defendant said that if she 
would come to him later on he would do 
all he could to relieve her, and would 
not charge her anything extra for his 
services. 

During the course of this interview 
witness said Dr. Wise told plaintiff that 
a suit fordamages against him would 
not benefit her much as he was worth 
$150,000, and would fightit out. He 
also suggested that at most, even if 
successful, Miss Porter would not get 
more than $5000; while if she lost 
the suit his reputation would be in- 
creased, 

_ Salisbury Haley, Esq., one of the de- 
fendant’s counsel, then took the stand 
and testified to the effect that he re- 
sided in plaintiff’s house and had known 
her for several years. He related 
briefly a few personal reminiscences 
forthe purpose of showing that he had 
studied surgery and was sufficient!y 
versed in the science of medicine to 
testify as to whether or not the method 
ursued by Dr. Wise was a proper one.

HILL IN HOT WATER. 


The Fellow Having a Very Un- 
comlortable Time. 


Kept Busy Making Up Stories About 
His Recent Whereabouts, 


A Brazen Attempt to Run a Bluff on 
the Newspapers, 


So Far He Has | led Everything, and 
Says He Was Never in Southern Cal- 
ifornia—Some Striking In- 
consistences, 


Frank E. Hill, the festive young San 
Bernardino druggist, who has such an 
unfortunate weakness for matrimony, 
is having a hard time of it in San Fran- 
cisco. The fellow’s unsavory record | 
has been dug up by the newspapers and 
they are making it decidedly warm for 
him. He has been kept busy inventing 
new stories in attempting to ‘‘square’’ 
himself, but has so far fully sustained 
his reputation as an able and very ro- 
bust liar. The story of his Eastern mar- 
riage was reprinted in‘Tusr Times from 
the Examiner, yesterday morning. Fol- 
lowing is another installment from the 


same paper of Wednesday: 

Frank E. Hill, late of Pittsburgh, who has 
a weakness for matrimony, spent an un- 
pleasant day yesterday trying to remem. 
bet the stories he had told that he might 
not contradict them. 

Asa statement maker and retracter he 
has little to learn of Campbell of Bell-case 
fame, but unfortunately he does not appre- 
ciate the beauty of consistency. 

Even when brought face to face with the 
original of the pictures publishedin the 
Examiner, which are fair likenesses, he 
denied that he was the man who whhad been 
arrested in Los Angeles and released. 

When Mr. and Mrs. Richardson, of No. 
2524 Mareet street, opened their Examiner 
yesterday they remarked: ‘That's just 
like Mr. Hill.’’ Hill was atthe time busy 
about a drug store soon to be opened by Mr. 
Richardson, but was sent for and asked 
about the story in the Examiner, 

He denied everything and  blustered 
about what he would do to compel a retrac- 
tion. It was a case of mistaken identity, he 
claimed, and he would at once ‘get his 
friends of the firm of Greenfelder & Bettel- 
heim, wholesaie druggists, to go with him 
and prove bis innocence.”’ 

The Richardsons asked him in detail 
about the statements, and he glibly offered 
unqualified denials. He had never been in 
Los Angeles or San Bernardino. Had no 
wife and had never been married, had re. 
¢ently come from Seattle and was innocent 
of irregularities... 

The Richardsons were quite impressed 
by his apparent earnestness and suggested 
that be should at once procure a retraction 
and set himself right, before the public. 
Hill then left the house and started down 
town. After he hadgonethe Richardsons 
talked the matter over and at last decided 
that the man wasdeliberately lying. They 
concluded to dispense with his services, 
and only awaited his return to let him know 
their ultimatum. Hill had _ introduced 
tothe Richardsons a young man whose 
name he gave as Fisher, stating that he 
was a studentina business college. Yes- 
terday he went atonce in search of the 
friend, but introduced him as Drew, and 
said he was the son of a Seattle banker, 
who was in the city to take a business 
course. The store of Greenfelder & Bettel- 
heim was visited, but Hill received a cold 
reception. Thefirm knew nothing of him 
except that rons months ago one of its 
members had him at Fairhaven, 
Wash., as a drug clerkinthe store of Mr. 
Hardy. Asto his character, ability, hon- 
esty and history neither Greenfelder nor 
Bettelheim had any information. On Jan. 
poe 2 11 Hill had called at their store and 
asKed assistance in getting employment, 
and as Mr. Richardson needed a druggist 
they sent Hill out. They did not indorse 
him, but left his prospective employers to 
torm their own opinions and give his quali- 
fications and integrity such tests as they 
desired. 

Bettelheim turned Hill over to his mana- 
ger, Miller, and that gentleman quizzed 
him considerably in an effort to learn the 
truth, but could elicit only square denials 
forsome time. After atime, however, Hill 
weakened somewhat, and although not ad- 
mitting anything specifically, said: ‘I've 
a notion to go out and tell Mrs. Richardson 
the whole thing.”’ 

He was urged to do so by Miller, and left 
the store, but did not go to Mrs. Richard- 
son. 

At the time the young man introduced as 
No one‘in-the store 
took the trouble to question ‘“Drew,’’ but 
an inspection of the merchants’ list of 
banks, bankers and responsible business 
men of Seattle, Fairhaven and San Bernar- 
dino shows that but one ‘‘Drew'' is on rec- 
ord in these towns, and that one is Thomas 
Drew, a hardware dealer in Seattle. 

No young man named Drew was recently 
matriculated at either of the business col- 
leges in the city, nor has any one named 
Fisher done so. Hill's statement with 
reference to Drew and Fisher seems as 
foundationless as everything else he says. 

When questioned yesterday Hill claimed 
to have come directly from Seattle to San 
Francisco by water, but could not tell by 
what steamship he had journeyed, nor 
could he remember the name of any boat 
in. the passenger service between the points 
mentioned. Not a single captain or other 
officer in the service could Hill recall, 
his ignorance was so patent as to convince 
the querist that the truth was notin him. 
Hill gave as references when he applied for 
the Richardson storé the Stewart Holmes 
Drug Company of Fairhaven and Mr. Hardy 
of the same town, but an inquiry addressed 
toeach establishment has drawn no re- 
sponse. When cross-examined yesterday 
Hill inadvertently admitted that his father 
kept a hotel near Pittsburgh, which is true 
of the Hillof San Bernardino notoriety. 

Last evening he called at Mr. Richard- 
son's and recited his doings of the day with 
such fanciful additions as a disregard for 
the eternal verities could suggest. 

A peculiar feature in Hill's indifference to 
truth was shown when he denied all knowl- 
edge of. San Bernardino and its inhabitants,

A PASADENA HOME, 


The Handsome Residence of Prof. T. 8. C. 
Lowe Now Approaching Completion. 
It is rare that a palace reminds one 

of a-home, but Prof. Lowe’s elegant 
mansion, while palatial in its ampli- 
tude, having thirty-six rooms and being 
the largest private residence on the Pa- 
cific Coast, has within all the appoint- 
ments of a beautiful home and is so ad- 
mirably proportioned and toned that the 
idea of comfort and coziness is every- 
where present. 


eminence, the grounds fronting 300 feet 
on that famous thoroughfare, Orange 
Grove avenue, and extending back over 
a varied surface of hill and dale artist- 
ically laid out in terraces, lawns, fields, 
grassy slopes, romantic declivities, trim 
orchards, cement walks and asphalt 
driveways, and present the aspect ofa 
landscape garden covering twelve acres 
of ground. 

The building is of massive propor- 
tions, of a pale gray tint with dark 
trimmings. It presents bold outlines 
and is'free from meretricious ornament. 
The high basement isa wall of rubble 
stones of various colors taken from the 
river bed, and presents a rustic appear- 
ance and gives to the whole structure a 
unique effect. The openings for doors 
and groups of windows are massive 
arches, giving at once an effect of light- 
ness and solidity. . 

Above the basement rise three stories 
with salient angles, rounded corners, 
broad verandas, projecting cornices, 
gabled roofs, sheltered nooks to bask in 
the warm, winter sunlight, and shady 
recesses to catch the cool summer 
breezes. At one corner rises a circular 
tower which is ascended from the 
third story by an easy spiral stairway, 
till the beholder stands upon a platform 


looks out upon a scene of unsurpassed 
loveliness. 

On the north the Sierra Madre Mount- 
ains rise to an altitude of nearly 7000 
feet, their sides seamed with cafions 
and guiches, and variegated with dark 
forest growths, rocky headlands and 
bold precipices.

The beautiful city of Pasadena is 
spread at your feet—its elegant resi- 


set in artistic lawns. Beyond stretches 
the broad San Gabriel Valley, traversed 
by three lines of railway and dotted 
With many a pretty village and hamlet 
—South Pasadena, Alhambra, El Monte, 
San Gabriel, Monrovia, Duarte, Azusa, 
etc., the horizon being bounded by the 
high Puente hills. 

Keturning to the Sierra Madre Mount- 
ains and following their easterly trend, 
the eve is arrested by the lofty, snow-

Lowe’s tower in grandeur, beauty, ex- 
tent, variety and impressiveness, con- 
taining so many elements of human 
interest, coupled with a setting so im- 
posing and beautiful. 

The rooms of the interior are finished 
in various native woods, among which 
are white cedar, California laurel, 
curly redwood. and quartered oak. 
Every fireplace has an architectual set- 
ting specially designed for the room in 
which itis located. There are numer- 
ous bathsand lavatories. The plumbing 
alone has already cost upward of $10,- 
000. All the rooms of the first floor 
can be thrown open into one series of 
apartments for receptions, 

A large room in the basement will be 
fitted up for the display of an extensive 
cabinet of minerals, skulls and numer- 
our articles of bijuterie, curios, vases 
and bric-a-brac collected by Mrs. Lowe 
in her trip around the world. Many 
hundreds of photographs illustrate the 
scenes and objects of. interest she en- 
countered in her interesting journey. . 

A broad approach between rows of 
orange and palm trees and bordered by 
flowers and an emerald lawn is supple- 
mented by two broad flights of steps 
ascending to the main entrance fronting 
on the avenue. A driveway passes un- 
der an arched canopy on the side, 
where guests may. alight from their 
carriages under shelter. 

The pay roll of the workmen now en- 
gaged upon the premises amounts to 
$500 a week. It will soon be ready 
for occupancy, and its completion will be 
a notable event for Pasadena, Los An- 
geles and Southern California.

Los Angeles May Now Get Cheap Fuel 
ey and Pavements.

How the Substances Are Found—As- 
phaltum and Strong Indications of 
Oll Present—A Test Well to 
be Bored, 


The question of fuel has always been, 
in more senses th.n one, a .burning 
question in Los Angeles. Whenever 
the subject of manufactures has come 
up the bug-a-boo of dear fuel has stood 
Moreover, the average 
householder is interested ,in this ques- 
tion as well as the manufacturer. In 
spite of our semi-tropical climate—in 
which the ‘‘semi’’ has rather prepon- 
derated of late—there isa large amount 
of fuel consumed during the year, for 
cooking and heating, by the 10,000 
families of Los Angeles, and at $11 a 
ton for coal, or $12 a cord for stove 
wood. many families tind their fuel cost 
them half as much as their food during 
the winter. Consequently, anything 
that promises to effecta little lowering 
in the priceof combustibles is of par- 
ticular interest to the average reader. 

For over a century. or since the 
founding ofthe city, Angelefios have 
been in the habit of burning brea, which 
is earth impregnated with a heavy 
grade of petroleum. It was obtained 
from a Spanish ranch west of the city, 
which took its name from .this brea. 
About a quarter of a mile west ot West- 
lake Park, just outside the city limits, 
there is a deposit of this brea on a tract 
belonging to a Mr. Ellsworth. The out- 
croppings, on the side of a shallow ar- 

have frequently been noticed, 

also the oily exudations, and wagons 
have occasionally fetched away breu for 
burning, but nebody thought of prac- 
tically testing the deposit until a couple 
of weeks agu, when a representative of 
the American Oil Company, believin 
there must be oil in the vicinity, lease 
the land from Mr. Ellsworth. A cut 
was made in the low hill and the 
amount of brea already exposed to 
view is very large. In fact. 
it looks as if the entire hill was com- 
posed of brea and bituminousrock. The 
difference between these two materials 
is caused by the variety of earth 
through which the petroleum has per- 
colated. Wherethe soil is sandy bi- 
tuminous rock is formed while clayish 
soil forms brea. The former would 
not do for burning as it disintegrates 
too readily, letting out the oil, which 
The 
bituminous rock is very oily, staining 
the hands when touched and smelling 
exactly liketar. The brea resembles 
big clods of brown earth, until it is 
broken open, when it is seen to be per- 
meated with black petroleum. The 
deposits of the two materials have been 
ovreried up at points about 350 feet 
apart. 

sue brea is being taken out of an 
open cut like a quarry. There is no 
sorting required, it being all brea, ex- 
cept a few streaks of shale, which was 
apparently too hard for the petroleum 
to penetrate. Brea makes an excel- 
lent fuel, both for furnaces and stoves, 
and appears to be nature’s own device 
for burning oil in an open grate. 
While it will not last quite so long as 
and the 
price at which it is being placed on the 
market—$4 a ton—is a great induce- 
ment. Already several factories are 
using the brea and if the quantity 
available is nearly as large as is esti- 
mated—some figure on 250,000 tons— 
the question of cheap fuel for manu- 
facturing purposes will be solved for 
some time to come. Seven men are 
being worked at the deposit, which 
force will shortly be increased. 

The bituminous rock deposit, should 
it hold out, is of at least equal import- 
ance to Los Angeles, for it offers a 
prospect of street paving at a price 
that almost every lot owner can afford. 
A cutting 150 feet by 50 feet and ten 
feet deep shows a mass of the material 
which experts say is fully equal to the 
best bituminous rock of San Luis 
Obispo, while it can be supplied. if nec- 
essary, at less than the freight on that 
rock to Los Angeles. Unless appear- 
ances are very deceptive there is 
enough of this rock exposed to pave 
every street in the city. By doing the 
paving under the bond act of the late 
Legislature, the cost would hardly be 
felt by property owners and Los Angeles 
might be madea city of smooth, clean 
streets without a peer in the country. 

A well which was sunk some time ago 
near this deposit went twenty-nine feet 
through the bituminous rock. below 
which was water. It outcrops in sev- 
eral other places and appears to take 
in all the south side of the hill. 

The intention of the company is to 
pave a section of street so as to fully 
test the qualities of the material. 

Near by, close to the brea deposit, is 
a two-foot vein of asphaltum, which is 
much harder than the other sub- 
stances. Downthe sides of the cut 
where the brea is being taken out 
trickles mineral tar, or heavy petro- 
leum. There is every indication of the 
presence of oil and natural gas and a 
well will shortly be sunk. On the Brea 
ranch there is a well 1500 feet deep. 
Others have been sunk in the neighbor- 
hood to a depth of from 200 to 800 
feet, but no large flow has yet been 
found. Near the Baptist College, a 
short distance northwest of this de- 
pos. they are getting heavy oil which 

used for lubricating. 

In Pennsylvania the average depth 
of the oil wells in 1000 feet. In that 
State brea is found under-the coal and 
is valued only forthe tar it contains. 
This has led some Pennsylvania people 
who have visited the discovery to be- 
lieve that there must’ be: a deposit of 
coal near by. 

It might be said that it is a remark. 
able thing for such valuable deposits to 
lie so long undeveloped within three 
miles of the City Hall, but then, this 
is only one ofa hundred strong indi- 
cations that exist within a few miles of 
Los Angeles of petroleum, natural gas 
and other valuable substances which, in 
most couptries, would induce the risk- 
ing of atleast a few thousand dollars

A FIRE-MAKER 


Ingenious Contrivance for Chemically 
Striking a Light, 


Prof. William Lundberg, the elec- 
trician, has constructed a little appara- 
tus for striking a light which is very 
interesting and serviceable. It is not a 
new invention, but few people outside 
of a chetwical l~ oratory hive ever seen 
anything of the kind, and,consequently, 
it is quite a curiosity. 

The apparatus consists of a glass jar 
closed with a metal cap, and on top of 


the cap is set a little oblong metal hood. 


which works up and down on a hinge at 


oneend. When the hood is lifted 
it opens a valve which lets 
out a little spfay of hydrogen 


gas that plays upon a small platinum 
sponge. As the hydrogen gas comesgn 
contact with the oxygen of the atmos- 
phere it produces heat, raising the plat- 
inum sponge to incandescence in the 
fractional part of asecond. The plat- 
inum sponge, in turn, sets the jet into 
a flame with a little pop like the explo- 
sion of a boy’s paper-wad shooter. The 
moment the metal cap is shut down the 
flame is extinguished, and the apparatus 
is ready to strike a light again on a sec- 
ond’s notice. 

The process of generating the hydro- 
gen gas, which is carried on inside the 
jar, is automatic,. self-regulating and 
very ingenious. A glass bottle with 
wide mouth is hermetically sealed to 
the under side of the metal cap. The 
bottom of the bottle is removed and 
within the inclosure hangs a plummet 
of zinc. The outer. vessel is nearly 
tilled with a weak solution of sulphuric 

When the cap is placed upon the 
the bottle and inclosed plum- 
are lowered into the solu- 
tion, and the acid at once be- 
gins to act upon the zinc, gen- 
erating hydrogen gas. As the bot- 
tle fills with this gas its expan- 
sive force drives the acid solution out at 
the bottom until it falls below the zinc, 
when the process of generation stops. 
The gas is thus inclosed in an air-tight 
receptacle and can only escape by way 
of the neck of the bottle, through a lit- 
tle valve in the metal cap, when the 
hood is opened. Asthe gas thus es- 
capes, lessening the pressure in the.in- 
side cliamber, the acid solution finds its 
way back to the inside of the inclosed 
bottle, acts on the zinc again and gene- 
rates another supply of gas. The appa- 
ratus Once charged with a solution of 
acid will.run for six or nine months 
without renewing. - 

Prof. Lundberg. made two of these 
handy little fire-furnishers, one of 
which he retains—and one he presented 
to William A. Spalding, of Tue Times.

EDISON'S ANTHROPOLOGY. 


The Scientist Criticised by Thomas 
J. Vater of Indianapolis. 


“Organism is Not Life’—Something More 
| Than a Knowlege of Electricity 
Needed in Order to 
Koow Man. 


In reply to a letter from a citizen 
who sent a copy of Tus Times contain. 
ing Mr. Edison’s views on ** What is 
Life?’ to T. J. Vater of Indianapolis, 
that gentleman writes: 

And now of your last question in rela- 
tion to Edison’s ‘‘Theology.”’ If you refer, 
to the contents of the article yousent me, . 
the matterof theology is not included 
therein, and the anthropological beliefs 
expressed are not at all surprising to be 
entertained by one so eminent in his 
calling as he; he sees, as a greater has 
expressed it, ‘‘the promise and potency 
of life,’’ intelligence and will, things 
generally thought to belong to and ema- 
naté from the realm of the spiritual in 
the universe.. 

“It is my belief that every atom of 
matter is intelligent, deriving energy 
from the primordial germ. The intelli- 
gence of man is, I take it, the sum cf 
the intelligence of the atoms of which 
he is composed.”’ 

That is the sum of his theory of the 
construction of man, and explanation 
of all we see so wonderful in his capaci- 
ties; all else of the article is in exem- 
plification and sgustainance of the 
theory. Of course he has a right to his 
belief, to its statement and defense, as 
have all who accept his. opinions; but I 
would. not go to a physicist for very 
correct views of the nature of psychol- 
ogy, especially to one who-had spent 
most of his life in discovering and ap- 
plying the laws in one single branch of 
the physical. sciences. Matter and 
mind, as I view them, are distinct en- 
tities. entirely unlike in their nature, 
sothat a knowledge of the oné and 
its laws gives little or no information as 
to the other. 

I have dug in the earth, hammered in 
stone, waded through mud, and made 
mortar; roamed in the -woods, hoed in 
the garden, wandered by the brookside, 
and viewed the beautiful pictures of 
foliage mirrored in its placid bosom, and 
as I dug and waded, and made. and hoed 
and viewed have endeavored to find. any 
evidence that the things I saw were 
conscious—perceived themselves or 
recognized the things by which they 
were surrounded! Much less could I 
see evidence that their positions were 
the result of intelligent choice. Is the 
lumber in our house, the nails. holding 
itin place, the paint upon the walls, 
conscious? Have they a will? Can 
they express choice? . Did they choose 

their positions? Yet each and all of — 
these things are but composites of those 
atoms our wonderful theorist affirms to 
have an intelligent choice in the matter. 

It is impossivle for me to think the 
mighty cohesive force which holds the 
earth inits form is the result of the in- 
telligent volition of the atoms thus to 
remain. 

We walkin the road and pick up a 
stone, it may be angular or spherical, 
we strike it with a hammer, again and 
again with all our energy, perhaps it 
refuses to separate, or falls to pieces at 
the first blow. Is either the resisting 
or yielding in these cases the result of 
an intelligent volitional determination 
tosodo? Do you think, can you think, 
the several atoms therein iutelligently 
chose the form the stone wears or chose 
the extent of its maintainance? Are 
not both the form and cohesion qualities 
it has irrespective of consciousness. in- 
telligence or will? Most. assuredly 
these characteristics are (exist) by a 
law of the atomic nature the atoms 
know not of, can neither. make, modify 
or destroy. can come to no othercon- 
clusion. Atoms of matter have no say 
in determining the form they take or 
the organism they compose, but unite 
in astone,a clod, a_ plant, a serpent, 
beast, bird or man, in obedience to an 
irresistible law of which they have no 
conscious knowledge or will in execut- 
ing. 

| And yet, of these unconscious, inert 
-atoms anly, our distinguished mechanic 
would have man composed—man, with 
life, consciousness, intelligence, voli- 
tion! Can something come out of noth- 
ing? Can it come from where it is pot? 
Organism isnot life and ‘cannot, pro- 
duce life. Lam not sure life necessi- 
tates consciousness, but full surely the 
latter does not necessarily imply intelli- 
gence. To make an intelligent, con- 
scious, moving man you must put more 
into the structure than unconscious, 
inert atoms of matter. . 

Mr. Edison is a splendid electrician, 
the best in the world, perhaps; but to 
be an accurate anthropologist he must 
study more things than electricity or 
any other of the pnysigal sciences; he 
must know man, and when‘he knows 
him he will build on a different plan 
from that proposed in the article under 
consideration; there must be more than 
a body for man, just as there must be 
more than machinery to havea mill. 
There is a conscious self which claims, 
uses and controls the body. I know I 
have a body and that body is not me, 
intelligent or unintelligent, but mine to 
use. louse my body, There is no dis- 
puting this; it is a conscious fact with 
every human being, and, .as. it seems to 
me, utterly precludes the truth of the 
theory that all there is of man is his 
material organism, even if it were pos- 
sible to believe matter conscious and | 
intelligent. 

The reference toa crystal formation 
does not strengthen his position;‘on the — 
contrary it contravenes it. Observa- 
tion and experience demonstrate the 
apparent intelligence and volition in 
the atomic formation of ‘crystals; it is 
only apparent; it is in accordance 
with a law utterly irresistible, as unde-_ 
viating as it is possible for us to con- 
ceive—a law in their being called affin- | 
ity, acting as completely ‘without 
litioi in them as digestion and blood 
circulation in us. Kdison seems to 
think affinity a big word; well, but is it 

‘not a dwarf compared with the words 
‘intelligence,’’ ‘‘volition,”’ ‘‘choice?”. 

A greater than Edison, a man of far 
wider information and study, more ac- 
curate and varied knowledge of physics . 

| in all its different branches, could say- 
no more in describing the atomic action 
of crystal formation than that ‘it seems 
almost like intelligence!’’ That is it: 
It scems, but nothing more. Under cer- 
tain conditions and in certain relations: 
atoms act unerringly; but 
they neither make the conditions nor 
form the relations which intelligence, 
and will can and do to a wonderful ex-
